Greater  Lowell  skates  past 
Southie  for  Div.  5A  title

DORCHESTER-  Word  is  that  Greater 
Lowell  Regional  is  thinking  of  starting 
up  a hockey  team.  Why  not?  A couple 
of  dozen  students  from  the  school 
proved  yesterday  they  can  hold  their 
own  on  a skating  rink.  The  Gryphons- 
the  football  team,  that  is  — slipped  and 
slid  to  a 19-14  win  over  South  Boston 
yesterday  at  White  Stadium  in  Franklin 
Park  to  clinch  the  Eastern  Mass.  Div.  5A 
title. 

Anyone  at  the  game  now  knows  why 
it’s  called  White  Stadium.  The  field  was 
covered  with  patches  of  packed  snow, 
courtesy  of  this  past  week’s  two 
storms.  It  almost  looked  as  though  a 
hockey  game  broke  out  at  the  football 
game. 

“It  was  like  playing  at  the  Janas  ice 
rink,”  said  Gryphon  senior  quarterback 
Paul  Pilato,  who  scored  Greater  Low- 
ell’s first  touchdown  on  an  18-yard 
keeper. 

“We  should  have  brought  our  ice 
skates,”  mammoth  senior  guard  Bob 
Dyment  added. 

They  didn’t  need  them. 

With  secret  weapon  Ben  Lugo  car- 
rying the  ball  25  times  for  131  yards 
(and  seemingly  wearing  stick-em  on  the 
bottom  or  his  cleats),  the  Gryphons 
made  a strong  case  for  the  start-up  of 
the  Greater  Lowell  hockey  team. 

Lugo  didn’t  score  a touchdown,  but  if 
this  was  a hockey  game,  he  would  have 
had  a few  assists. 

Mike  Camara  just  missed  the  hat 
trick,  scoring  two  TDs,  including  a 1- 
yard  score  with  just  to  seconds  left  in 
the  second  half  to  give  the  Gryphons  a 
13-7  lead. 

And  while  Lugo  and  Camara  (22-80) 
had  the  grace  of  figureskaters  at  times, 
the  Gryphon  defense  put  Southie’s 
vaunted  running  on  ice. 

“It  was  a great  effort  defensively,” 


Gryphon  head  coach  Dennis  Murphy 
said,  crediting  assistant  Joe  Kane.  “We 
forced  a running  team  to  throw.” 

The  air  wasn’t  a safe  way  for  the 
Knights  to  go  either,  as  Greater  Lowell 
came  up  with  four  interceptions  — two 
by  senior  cornerback  Jeff  Dubey. 

Greater  Lowell’s  defense  stymied 
any  Southie  attempts  at  a running 
game.  The  Knights  finished  the  game 
with  just  15  yards  on  the  ground,  and 
Albert  Minor,  touted  as  one  of  the  best 
running  backs  in  Div.  5,  accrued  all  15 
on  12  carries. 

“Walter  Van  Dinter  made  some  in- 
credible plays,”  Murphy  said  of  his  jun- 
ior center.  “He  didn’t  let  Minor  get  out- 
side of  him  all  day.” 

Southie  did  manage  to  score  two  TDs 
on  passes,  although  three  passers 
went  just  6-for-22  in  the  air  for  74  yards 
and  the  four  interceptions. 

Greater  Lowell  got  on  the  board  first 
after  sophomore  safety  Edwin  Cruz  in- 
tercepted a pass  from  Southie  starting 
QB  Keith  Lombard  at  the  Gryphon  48 
and  ran  it  to  the  Southie  36. 

Lugo  and  Camara  worked  the  ball  to 
the  18.  Pilato  called  his  own  number 
from  there,  with  guards  Mike  Graham 
and  Eric  Marion  escorting  him  in.  Paul 
Silva’s  kick  sailed  wide  right,  and  the 
Gryphons  led  6-0. 

But  on  Greater  Lowell’s  next  pos- 
session, its  first  of  the  second  quarter, 
Camara  fumbled  deep  in  Gryphon  ter- 
ritory, and  Southie  recovered  at  the 
Greater  Lowell  13. 

With  their  running  game  slip  — slid- 
ing away,  the  Knights  looked  shyward, 
and  after  two  incompletions,  Lombard 
hit  Joey  Pano  for  an  11 -yard  score. 
Minor’s  kick  gave  Southie  its  first  lead. 

The  teams  then  traded  turnovers, 
with  Southie  recovering  a fumble  after 
punting  the  ball  away  and  Greater  Low- 
ell’s Camara  picking  off  a pass  from 
new  QB  Rayshaun  Triplett. 

The  Gryphons  failed  to  capitalize  on 


the  interception,  but  they  made  the 
most  of  the  Knights’  next  mistake.  With 
Southie’s  Maraland  New  back  to  punt 
from  his  own  36,  a bad  snap  gave 
Greater  Lowell  the  ball  at  the  20. 

Again,  Lugo  and  Camara  ran  through 
the  holes  created  by  the  line,  and 
Camara  scored  from  a yard  out.  Mur- 
phy gave  Gryphon  fans  a scare  when 
he  didn’t  use  his  last  timeout  with  13 
seconds  to  go,  instead  having  Pilato 
throw  the  ball  away  and  use  up  a down. 

“I  wanted  to  show  the  crowd  we 
knew  how  to  kill  the  clock,”  he  said  with 
a smile.  “We  practive  that.  We  wanted 
to  kill  the  clock  and  save  the  timeout 
and  watch  the  crowd  go  crazy.  We 
needed  the  timeout  for  a field  goal.  We 
practive  that  all  the  time.” 

He  did,  however,  call  for  a timeout 
after  Lugo  rushed  for  four  yards,  bring- 
ing the  ball  to  the  1 . With  two  seconds 
left  on  the  clock,  Camara  leaped  over 
the  crowd  and  into  the  end  zone.  Silva’s 
kick  made  it  13-7. 

But  the  Knights  came  back  on  their 
first  drive  of  the  second  half.  Triplett 
connected  with  Pano  for  20  yards  and 
then,  two  plays  later,  with  Marko 
Scretchan  for  36  yards  and  a score, 
minor’s  kick  gave  Southie  a 14-13  lead. 

The  Gryphons  came  back  with  an  1 1- 
play  drive  covering  53  yards.  It  ended 
when  Camara  dove  in  from  about  six 
inches  out. 

With  his  team  up  by  five  points,  Mur- 
phy faced  a tough  decision  — try  a kick 
to  go  up  by  six  points  or  a coversion  to 
make  it  a 7-point  pad?  He  went  for  the 
two,  and  a pass  attempt  failed,  giving 
Southie  a chance  to  win  it  with  a TD 
with  a whole  quarter  to  go. 

But  the  defense  dug  in  and  held  the 
Knights,  who  turned  the  ball  over  three 
times  in  the  final  period,  twice  on  in- 
terceptions by  Dubey.
